At a meeting of the citizens of 
Frankfort, held at the courthouse 
on Friday evening, Col. Thos. 
Rodman was called to the chair, 
and Messrs. Pat. McDonald and J. 
W. Marksbury were appointed 
secretaries. 

The chairman stated the object 
of the meeting to be to devise 
means to lawfully rid Frankfort of 
the ex-convict and the "trusty."

Whereas, The city of Frank- 
fort has long been cursed by the 
presence of ex-convicts from other 
sections of this State remaining 
here as permanent citizeus after re- 
lease from the penitentiary, instead 
of returning to their respective 
counties, as contemplated by the 
law requiring the prison authorities 
to furnish them transportation to 
their former homes; 

•And whereas, The tendeucy 
of their association here, schooled 
as they are in all crimes on the 
statute books, is to demoralize aud 
corrupt their associates, and 
constant menace to the peace and 
good order of the city, endangering 
the security of our citizens from 
crimes of the most dastardly und 
revolting character; 

And whehkas, the new Const: 
tution of Kentuoky was adopted 
by a majority of nearly 140. 
votes, which provides that "per 
convicted of felony and sentei 
to confinement in the penitent 
»hall be confined at labor within 
the walls of the penitentiary," the
